RF. D B;xn Must be Properly Placed

Postmasters have recaiyed the follow-
ing elrcular letter from the Fourth As-
sistant Postmaster General's office at
Washington, It shonld be read carefully
by patrons of the rural delivery service,
and its provisions complied with as
spoedily as poswible:

Washington, April 15, 1000,

The Postmaster: In order to expedile
the delivery, collsction and dispatch of
rural mail, ennble rural carriers to cover
thelr rutes with celerity, and give the
oarlleat possible service to patrons resid-
ing on the far end of routes, tha Depart-
wont will Insist that rural mall boxes be
#0 loonted as to be served with the groeat-
est axped ition,

You, are, therofors, directed to require
ench rural carrior at your office to submit
to you without delay, for transmission to
the department, the names of all patrons
whose hoxes cannot be served without
leaving the road, dismounting, driving in
desp ditches or on steep inclines, or on or
neross rallway tracks fovolviog danger,
or the approaches to whose boxes are ob-
strocted, It is not required that boxes
shall be arected bealde the wheal tracks,
nor on any particular corner of the cross-
romls; but they must be erscted within
the confines of the road, aud accesaible,
on AnY corner,

It is not desirable that Loxes be at-
tached to telegraph, telephone, or eleotrie
light poles, or to fences or bulldings, but
boxes should be securaly fastened to neat
und strong posts firmly set at the side of
the ronds, at n suflicient beight to be
seryed by carriers without rising from
their seats or reaching through whesl
sk es,

When roads are in bad condition, post-
masters are directed to make report there-
of to the department, and to the proper
loeal road ofMicials and cooperate with
them nod patrons to the fullest extent,
consistent with position and daty, to se-
curs the improvement of the roads,
